OF APRIL 5 SUBSTANTIALLY FREE. 

2. THIS IS TO INFORM YOU OF SCHEDULE CHANGES MADE IN VIEW OF YOUR 
LATER DEPARTURE. ORIGINAL SCHEDULE ( LA PAZ 1706) REMAINS UNCHANGED 
THROUGH 11:15-11:45 CALL ON PRESIDENT BANZER. BOTH LUNCHEONS. 
HOWEVER, HAVE BEEN MOVED TO 13:00. WE PLEASED TO INFORM YOU THAT 
PRESIDENT BANZER HAS ACCEPTED INVITATION TO ATTEND STAG LUNCHEON 
AT AMBASSADOR' S RESIDENCE. ( MRS. BANZER IS OUT OF THE COUNTRY). 
REMAINDER OF MEN' S LUNCHEON GUEST LIST IS UNCHANGED EXCEPT ADDITION 
OF ARMY COLONEL HUGO VIENTEMILLAS, BOLIVIAN AIDE ASSIGNED TO 
SECRETARY FROEHLKE; ARMY COLONEL WALTER ROMAN, BOLIVIAN AIDE TO 
GENERAL ABRAMS; A BOLIVIAN AIDE TO PRESIDENT BANZER AS YET 
UNIDENTIFIED; AND MILGP ARMY CHIEF COLONEL WADE CHANCEY. BOTH

MINUTES IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWING DEPARTURE BOLIVIAN GUESTS FROM 
LUNCHEON 

TO PERMIT INFORMAL PRESENTATION TO SECRETARY FROEHLKE AND GENERAL 
ABRAMS OF APPROXIMATELY FORTY U. S. MILITARY PERSONNEL ASSIGNED IN 
LA PAZ. AFTERNOON TIME FOLLOWING THIS PRESENTATION WOULD BE FREE 
TO BE USED AS YOU WISH. 

4. ARMY COMMANDER GENERAL SANCHEZ HOSTING COCKTAIL- BUFFETT 19:30 
APRIL 5 IN HONOR VISITORS AND WIVES. DRESS BLUE UNIFORM WITH 
FOUR- IN- HAND- TIE IS DESIRED. WE ANTICIPATE THIS AFFAIR WILL 

END BY ABOUT 22:00. 

5. FOR APRIL 6 DEPARTURE WE SUGGEST LEAVE RESIDENCE 08:15 TO ARRIVE 
AIRPORT 08:40 FOR HONORS PRIOR 09:00 DEPARTURE. 

6. DETAILED SCHEDULE INCLUDING NAMES OF BOLIVIANS AND AMERICANS 
PARTICIPATING IN YOUR VISIT TOGETHER WITH OTHER PERTINENT INFORMATION 
WILL BE GIVEN YOU UPON YOUR ARRIVAL. 

7. WITH REGARD TO ARRIVAL PROCEDURES AMBASSADOR. ARMATT CRENSHAW. 
AND COLONEL VIENTEMILLAS WILL BOARD AIRCRAFT TO WELCOME VISITORS 
AS SOON AS STEPS ARE PLACED FOLLOWING WHICH VISITORS WITH WIVES 
WILL DESCEND AND PASS BOLIVIAN AND AMERICAN RECEPTION LINE. 

THE VISITORS WILL BE GREETED BY THE BOLIVIAN MILITARY IN THE 
FOLLOWING ORDER: SUB- SECRETARY OF DEFENSE MAJOR GENERAL JESUS 
VIA SOLIZ; COMMANDER OF THE ARMY BRIGADIER GENERAL ELADIO SANCHEZ; 
ARMY CHIEF OF STAFF BRIGADIER GENERAL CARLOS ALCOREZA; AND THE 
ARMY GENERAL STAFF. AFTER GREETING THE BOLIVIAN AND U. S. RECEPTION 
PARTY, SECRETARY FROEHLKE AND GENERAL ABRAMS WILL BE INVITED 
TO TROOP THE LINE BY MAJOR GARY PRADO ( ENGLISH CAPABILITY) OF
